The consistent marksmanship of 
Coach Stokes’ men’s rifle team was 
too much for the sharpshooters of 
the Naval Academy last Saturday, 
and the O. W. squadron shot a bril- 
I liant 1900-1830 win in a shoulder- 
to-sboulder match held at the An- 
napolis School.

Baxter Smith and Thad Riley tied 
for honors in Saturday’s match with 
a score of 386 apiece, although

was a 382.

Antenna of euper-power transmitter 


On the rolling plains of South Schenectady, in 
several scattered buildings, is a vast laboratory for 
studying radio broadeksting problems. Gathered 
here are many kinds and sizes of transmitters, from 
the short-wave and low-power sets to the giant 
super power unit with a 50- to 250-kilowatt voice. 

Super-power and simultaneous broadcasting on 
several wave lengths from the same station are 
among the startling later-day developments in 
radio. And even with hundreds of broadcasting 
stations daily on the air throughout the land, these 
latest developments stand for still better service 
to millions of listeners. 

Only five years old, yet radio broadcasting has 
developed from a laboratory experiment into a 
mighty industry. And alert, keen young men have 
reaped the rewards.

22 States Against Amendment. 

"As the people of twenty-two 
states diave already rejected the pro- 
posed amendment," said Willie Ken- 
tedy, second speaker for George 
Washington, "it seems absurd to con- 
sider Federal control of child labor." 

Probably the best speaker repre- 
senting the West Virginia team was 
Ada Barnett. Her words were im- 
pulsive, but not rash. 8be intro- 
duced a new thought when she said 
that the George Washington team 
had been advocating state control 
without showing how the states 
could handle the situation. Too 
much propaganda brought about by 
organized industry was /her explana- 
tion for the failure of the amend- 
ment. 

Phoebe Morrison, last speaker tor 
Buff and Blue, disapproved the state- 
ment that "all men are born equal." 
She further Bald that child subsidies 
were not a good thing as they en- 
couraged lack of industry. "Because 
state and social interests have been 
damaged by this amendment and be- 
cause the Federal Government has 
too much to do already,” she con- 
cluded, "the negative side contends 
that the pending law would not bene- 
fit the country." The judges, J. P. 
Ault, G. K. Bowden, and W. H. Bon- 
neville, rendered a 2-1 decision In 
favor of George Washington.
